Kim Jong Un ratchets up tensions with 
the US again in the 16th launch of 2017 


North Korea fired an intercontinental ballistic missile Wednesday, ending a 24-month 
lull in tests and raising tensions with the United States again. 

The missile traveled about 600 miles and splashed down inside Japan’s exclusive eco- 
nomic zone in the Sea of Japan. 

After the launch, President Donald Trump told reporters that the U.S. “will take care of it. 
... It is a situation that we will handle.” 

The launch was North Korea’s 16th test this year, a record. 

The launch comes amid heightened rhetoric between Trump and North Korean leader 
Kim Jong Un, with each threatening to annihilate the other in response to a first strike.
